3. The short hot bath and the hot
blanket -ack are efficient means of
combating the fever and of relieving
the pain in the back and legs. Fo-
mentations should be applied to the
chest twice a day, with a chest com-
press between the anrlications.

4. Headaches may be combated by
aocold compress to the head. Care
should be taken to wet the hair thor-
oughly, and to apply the compress inv
such a way as to cover the entire back
part of the head as well as the front
part.

5. If the fever runs high, the cold
pack may be used as a means of low-
ering the temperature. It should be
applied immediately after a very short
hot blanket pack.

6. The hot blanket pack consists
in wrapping the patient in a blanket
wrung out of water as hot as the pa-
tient can bear. A drv woolen blan-
ket skould be applied outside the wet

blanket. The duyration of the pack
should be from twelve to fifteen min-
utes. Care should he taken to cool
the head and face of the patient, and
keep an ice-bag over the heart if the
pulse is rapid. When the tempera-
ture is high, the duraiion of the pack
should be shorter, from four to
five minutes.
